Brazil — Pernambuco. — Two weeks ended March 15, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 210,000. Total number of deaths, 285, including 
smallpox 5, yellow fever 1, measles 2, leprosy 1, and 59 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Hamilton. — ^Month of April, 1909. Estimated 
population, 66,967. Total number of deaths, 79, including scarlet 
fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 8 from tuberculosis. Cases: Scarlet fever 
27, diphtheria 7, measles 4, and whooping cough 17. 

Ontario — Niagara Falls.— M-onth of April, 1909. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 9,000. Total number of deaths 10. Cause of deaths not 
reported. 

Province of Quebec. — Annual report for the year 1907. Total 
number of deaths, 29,007, corresponding to an annual death rate of 
18.07 per 1,000 of population, which is estimated at 1,604,489. The 
deaths from contagious diseases were. Enteric fever 530, diarrheal 
disease 4,404, measles 345, scarlet fever 79, whooping cough 249, 
diphtheria 577, and 2,884 from tuberculosis. 

Quebec — SherbrooJce. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 15,000. Total number of deaths, 31, including 12 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Ceylon — Colombo. — Five weeks ended January 16, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 183,872. Total number of deaths, 780, including 
Asiatic cholera 3, smallpox 13, enteric fever 58, measles 1, and 73 
from tuberculosis. 

Chile — Punta Arenas. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 12,000. Total number of deaths, 24, iacluding 8 from 
tuberculosis. 

China — Kulangsu. — Five weeks ended March 20, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 8,000. Total number of deaths, 10; cause of 
death not reported. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended April 15, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, not reported, 
including enteric fever 2, diphtheria 5, whooping cough 24, and 26 
from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended April 17, 
1909, correspond to an annual rate of 17.1 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 
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London. — One thousand six hundred and six deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles 112, scarlet fever 9, diphtheria 
13, enteric fever 3, whooping cough 53, tuberculosis 149, and 9 from 
diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate 
of 17.3 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,224 deaths were registered. 
In the "outer ring" the deaths included 12 from measles, 8 from diph- 
theria, 2 from enteric fever, 4 from scarlet fever, and 1 from whooping 
cough. 

Manchester. — Five weeks ended April 3, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 655,435. Total number of deaths, 1,441, corresponding to 
an average weekly death rate of 23 per 1,000 of population, including 
measles 58, scarlet fever 22, whooping cough 25, enteric fever 16, 
and 182 from tuberculosis. 

Ireland. — ^The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 17, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 26.5 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Sligo, 
viz, 9.6, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 48.7 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — ^The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended April 17, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 18.4 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 20, and the lowest 
in Leith, viz, 8.5, per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 656, including diphtheria 7, measles 5, 
scarlet fever 6, enteric fever 4, and 58 from whooping cough 

Greece — Patras. — Two weeks ended April 15, 1909. Estimated 
population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 21, including 11 from 
tuberculosis. 

India — Rangoon. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 290,347. Total number of deaths, 855, including Asiatic 
cholera 35, smallpox 20, enteric fever 106, measles 2, and 60 from 
plague. 

Japan — Formosa. — Two weeks ended March 27, 1909. Estimated 
population, 3,108,723. Total number of deaths, 90, including enteric 
fever 2, and 85 from plague. 

Madagascar — Tamatave. — Month ended March, 1909. Estimated 
population, 7,086. Total number of deaths, 28; cause of death not 
reported. 

Mauritius — Port Louis. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated 
population, 374,237. Total number of deaths not reported. Deaths 
from contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 3, plague 12, and 74 
from tuberculosis. 

Panama — Panama, Colon, and Canal Zone. — Month of March, 1909. 
Estima,ted population, 129,323. Total number of deaths, 184, cor- 
responding to an annual death rate of 17.07 per 1,000, including 
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typhus fever 3, malarial fever 25, beriberi 2, and 25 from tubercu- 
losis. Of this number, 32 occurred among the employees of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission and Panama Railroad Company, cor- 
responding to an annual death rate of 8.76 per 1,000, of which 6.84 
per 1,000 was due to disease, including malarial fever 4, enteric fever 
3, and 5 from tuberculosis. Total number of employees, 43,825. 

Spain — Almeria. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 120, including enteric fever 1, 
smallpox 1, diphtheria 1, measles 3, and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Cholera, yellow fever, plague, and smallpox, from December 26, 1908, to May 14, 1909.
